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German Diplomat Criticises U. 8. “Do 
Nothing Mexico Policy.” 
BERLIN, Aug. 26.—What he calls 
America’s ‘‘do-nothing policy” is eriii- 
cised today by Baron Hartmann von 
Richthofen, formerly secretary of the 
German embassy at Washington, late 
charge d'affaires of the German Lezga- 
tion at Mexico City, and now a mem- 
ber of the Reichstag, in an article in 

the Zeitung am Mittag, 

The Baron demands that speedy steps 
be taken to establish a permanent 
Government in Mexico. “‘Thig,”’ he says, 
‘is possible by means of a strict clos- 
ing of the frontier, for revolution would 
be impossible without importation of 
arms by filibusterers, and provisional 
President Huerta would find the nec- 
essary funds in Europe to maintain 
his army if the United States would act 
even in this negative way. 

“If America is unwilling on moral and 
other grounds to give this support to 
provisional President Huerta, the (Gov- 
ernment should announce it openly, out 
should offer his successor guarante:s 
for the absolute closing of the frontier 
to both men and arms,” 

Gen. Huerta, the writer concludes, is 
probably patriot enough to retire un- 
der these conditions.

The girl wife entered the drug store 
about 11 a. m., and used the telephone 
for some time. She was heard to gay, 
“No, I won’t go back. I'd rather ki 
myself.’ After leaving the telephone, 
she sat down at the soda counter and 
ordered a drink. 


The clerk, Herman Schlender, filled 
her glass and took her nickel, then 
turned away to attend to other work. 
Some minutes later he saw that she was 
sitting at the counter, her empty glass 
in front of her. 

“Do you wish 
asked. 

The girl arose suddenly. “I've made 
a mistake!’ she exclaimed. “I’ve swal- 
lowed bichloride of mercury—five tab- 
lets!’’

Cases 
of recovery after swallowing bichloride 
of mercury are rare, but one was recent- 
ly recorded here, that of Edward Fisch- 
er, a photographer, who was saved by 
heroic treafment in the form of sweat 
baths at the city hospital. 

Mrs. Cole told the physicians and po- 
licemen that she had been married a 
year, that her mother had not approved 
of the marriage, and that she and her 
husband had lived apart the greater 
portion of the time. 

One month ago, she said, Cole went to 
the McPherson aventi@shome and they 
lived there until last Week, when they 
moved to the boarding place on Wells 
evenue.

Suit Threatened for Over-Charging 
for Excess Baggage. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. %.—Unless 
Missouri railroads cease charging 15 
instead of 12% per cent of the amount 
of the ticket for excess baggage ani 
collecting more than 2 cents in casn 
fares paid on the trains, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barker will institute proceedings 
against them itn the Supreme Cour. 
This was announced today. 

Numerous complaints have been re- 
ceived by the Attorney-General, alleg- 
ing that the railroads are taking more 
than the law allows for hauling excess 
baggage. There have been many over- 
charge complaints also from passenge-;s 
proffering cash fare instead of a ticket. 

It is further charged against the rall- 
roads that they are charging in excess 
of two cents for hauling a passenger 
from Missouri into another state. Th- 
Missouri Public Service Commission 
will join with commissions of adjoin- 
ing states in an appeal to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to issue 
an order making the inter-state charge 
from one staie to another the same a: 
two local rates. 

Passengers buying a ticket from St. 
Louis to Quincy, it is stated, are 
charged 2% cents a mile. By buying 
a ticket to the iMssouri line, then pay- 
ing another fare to Quincy, they save 
$ cents.

The insurance men contend the law 
upholding suicide under. accident pol- 
icies crept into the statutes by mis- 
take. The “suicide law’ 1s a section 
of the statutes applying to life insur- 
ance, they say, enacted at a time when 
there was only one accident insurance 
company doing business in Missouri. 

In codifying the laws for the revised 
statutes of 1899 the Legislators embodied 
the .life insurance laws beneath the 
caption “Life and Accident Insurance.” 

When that was tested the courts held 
that. an accident company writing po)- 
icies providing for death benefits was 
virtually doing business of a life in- 
surance company and was therefore not 
exempt from life insurance laws, ‘

Statement of Facts, 

Randolph Laughlin, attorney for Boll- 
man, submitted a statement of facts, in 
which he gave this outline of the situa- 
tion: 

Before June 16, 1911, the capital stock 
of the conipany was $100,000. Otto Boll- 
man held 9987 and his father and broth- 
er-in-law the other three shares. 


In May, 1911, while Otto Bollman was 
being treated in a hospital for nervous 
collapse, Mrs. Bollman received a letter 
from C. C. Mudge, a Chicago lawyer, 
asking her to induce Bollman to sell the 
stock to Mudge. Later the sale to 
Mudge was made. He was to pay $175,- 
00 in cash and notes and to assume an 
indebtedness of $34,200 to Marie Boll- 
man and $35,000 to Bertha Bollman. The 
assets of the company at that time were 
$317,000 and there were no other out- 
standing debts. 

When Mudge went to Laughlin’s of- 
fice he was accompanied by Evan Reese 
and E. J. Piper. lt was explained that 
Piper was to take $10,000 stock and be- 
come general manager of the company.

On June 17, immediately after ob- 
taining possession of the stock, Piper, 
Ruler and Mudge met at the company’s 
offices and elected themselves directors. 
As directors they then voted out of the 
surplus dividend of $100,000, to be paid 
to all stockholders of record at that 
time. Though the dividend resolution 
was voted June 17, it was dated Jun: 
16. Bollman knew nothing of the dec- 
laration of the dividend. 


Why Bollman Claims Dividend. 
Laughlin contended that at'the time 


the dividend was declared the only 
stockholders of record were Bollman, 
his father and his brother-in-law, as 
the stock was not transferred for- 
mally on the books of the company 
until several days later. Therefore 
Bollman claims the dividen€ on the 
stock which he then legally owned.

THE WALL STREET INFLUENCE.

Mavipulating Crop Prices.

The cry is being raised that there is going to 
be a shortage of apples as well as canned vegre- 
tables; that the prices on these commodities are 
to be advanced from 15 to 25 per cent above the 
prevailing prices of last year. This, if true, will 
make living higher than heretofore. The above

CRIMINALS ARE STUPID.. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Lombroso’s theory of a criminal type sustaing 
a staggering blow from the hands of Dr. Gor- 
ing, medical officer of the English prisons, who 
after twelve years of statistical investigation 
based on the measurement of criminals declares 
that, as individuals, criminals possess no char- 
acteristics, physical or mental, not shared by all 
persons. In head measurements for example the 
average British criminal does not differ material. 
ly from Oxford or Cambridge students. The nose 
of the thief is not, as Lombroso said, short and 
large and the eye of the homicide is not glassy, 
cold and fixed. Crime, says Dr. Goring, does 
not reveal itself in a man’s outward visage. Even 
the popular idea that a low forehead denotes 
criminality and a high forehead intelligence is 
shattered by his comparison. 

Health, drink and social inequality, generally 
supposed to be factors in criminal making, are 
set aside by Dr. Goring as of less importance 
than a low standard of intelligence often amount- 
ing to a mental deficiency. The criminal thing 
which is called criminality, which leads to the 
perpetration of most of the anti-social offenses 
of today, is not, he believes, inherent wickedness 
‘so much as it is natural stupidity. Observation 
of*the criminally inclined, as for instance the 
gangsters of New York and their duplicates in 
ether cities, corroborates this. It is supported 
further by inspection of delinquent and incor- 
rigible children. Shallowness, emptiness of heaa,

TELEPHONE LOSS IN ENGLAND. 
From the Buffalo Evening News. 


The advocates of public ownership 
are very rarely inclined to talk about 
the results of it in England, whether’ 
in the various cities of that country 
or in the business undertaken by the 
Government itself. Municipal debts use| 
der the public ownership movement 
have mounted to 4 figure never reached 
before in the history of cities. Much 
the same experience is had by the min- 
istry. 


Some years ago the Government took 
over the public telephone service, and 
it was hailed as a great step forward 
on the ground that the people would 
save on telephones because the system 
would be self-supporting at the same 
time that it reduced rates. The Min- 
ister in charge of service now declares 
that the business has not been self-sup; 
porting and he must have $50,900,000 tu 
put into new capital in order to briag 
the service up to the right degree of 
fitness for public use. 


There is the same difficulty in every 
country that adopts the public owner- 
ship plan. That is the decided tendency 
to load service down with officeholders 
until it reaches a breaking point, that 
is, ceases to pay, and the taxpayer is 
called upon to make up whatever debt 
occurs from it. It is impossible to 
make an impression on the mind of 
those who are devoted to the doctrines 
of Socialism and insist that society 
needs to have the instruments of pro- 
duction and distribution in charge of % 
committee of the people instead of tol- 
erating private ownership of any kind.

‘The student may specialize in what- 
ever branch he chooses and thus may 
perfect himself in his chosen line of 
i work. 

In the Y. M. C. A. a thorough course 
in commercial art and magasine il- 
lustrating is given. The work in- 
‘cludes the more useful and better- 
paying branches of illustrating, such 
as that required by magazines and 
newspapers. Also [Illustrating for 
advertising purposes, which is great- 
ly in demand at the present day. 

Fashion Ullustrating is a highly 
specialized line of this work and pays 
well.

terfeit $10 national bank notes have 
appeared.

“The figures in the bank and treas- 
ury numbers are poorly formed and 
out of alignment. The lathe work is 
very good. The back of the bilis is 
a darker shade of green than the gen- 
uine. The paper feels thick and 
harsh." 

The bills, the Secret Service officials 
say, are formed of two pleces of pa- 
per, between which silk threads are 
distributed. The officials add that 
“if better printed these bills would 
be very deceptive.”

LONDON, Aug. %.—After Ambassador 
Walter Hines Page had taken a three- 
year lease on 6 Grosvenor Square, for 
his London residence, he said to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent: “My new 
residence is a perfectly plain, unpreten- 
tious house. It is as simple a house as 
I think an American Ambassador should 
be housed tn. There are no frills, lux- 
uries or affectations about it. It ig « 
building where the Ambassador can live 
with dignity and simplicity.”

STUDENTS EMPLOYED 
IN BUILDING SCHOOLS 


Ishpeming (Mich.) Finds Way 
of Returning Money to Tax- 


payers and Making Profit. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3% — Public 
schools virtually may be made self- 
supporting through intelligent direction 
of the labor of their students, is the 
discovery made by the United States 
Bureau of Education from a report by 
one of its inspectors, H. W. Fognt, 
on the plans adopted in the schools of 
Ishpeming, Mich. As a resit of the 
system in force there the school prop- 
erties not only have been kept tn re- 
pair, but new bulldings have been plan- 
ned and constructed entirely by stu- 
dent labor. 

“During the Jast six years,” said 
Foght, “high schoo) students from the 
manual training department have been 
employed to repair the various city 
school buildings. During one summer 
$3000 thus was paid for student labor. 
The boys have repaired roofs, laid ce- 
ment floors, built brick walls and in- 
stalled plumbing fixtures. A gymna- 
sium to be erected by the boys is from 


plans drawn by seniors in the high 
schools.” 

Taxes paid for the support of the 
school system thus are shown to find 
thelr way back to the pockets of the 
taxpayers. Co-operative farming has 
proved a source of profit for publi. 
school students.
